Odities ef Orators. 



The method of preparing opceche*, 
and the initiitior of tpcitking ninoiij; 
celebrated orators, are about as 
various as the orators thomselres. 
Soma, with a o/roat. talent of expres- 
son, and a natural ability to give 
ease and rapid utterance to thought, 
trust to ihe inspiration of the mo- 
ment, and apeak offhand, or, at lean 
without written preparation. Such 
la the case with many noted preach- 
ers, among others, with Spurgoon 
mill Heechur. Olhurs make notes and 
headings of their subject, nurj Ira me 
hero and there a sentence; they leave 
the rest lo a caroful siudv of their 
subject and the moment "I speaking. 
Others, again, carefully write out tho 
whole of their speech, and either 
commit it to memory or con it over 
very thoroughly beforo appearing in 
public to deliver it. Webster and 
Everett alwavs carefully prepared 
their orations'in this way, while, Clay 
often spoko with little or no prepara- 
tion. 

Sumner prccomposed verbally his 
Vi-cat spoeuhe* in the laboratory ot 
bis brain, memorizing them, and was 
afterward able to deliver tho eloquent 
sentences In Ihe order in which he 
Iia4 thought them out. A gentloiii.'.n 
once called at hi* mom* lu Washing- 
ton aud win told by his negro ser- 
vant : 

"Massa Sumner he gone to do Sen- 
ate lo nuke him speech. 1 ' 

"What speech?" asked the gentle- 
man in surprise. 

"Whv, dat ar speech lie hab been 
hollering out III bed e jery morning, 
dene tree weeks." 

As a rule, orator* manifest a pain- 
ful anxiety about their speeches. 
They are uneasy and nervous, ns if 
anticipating fhilure. Thi» is dun to 
,the very sensitive organization which 
makes ihem oraiora. 

"Why, how nervous you are!" 
said a Iricnd on taking Canning's 
hand just before he an o to speak. 

"Am I,* wm the prime Riinlster's 
rcplv. "Then I shall make a good 
speech." 

Daniel Webster on the other hand, 
was cool, calm- and collected. Hi" 
nerves wcro ol jrou. Everything 
has been thought out beroro he arose 
to speak. 

"Mr. Webster, said a friend, nerv- 
ously grnsplng him by the arm, on 
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I betwoen Mala aad Virginia.

Tho Mothtt of tho Great Napoleon. 



While many members of the Bona- 
parte family attained longevity, not 
one of Ihem approached the late 
Madame Pallersuu Bonaparte in this 
regard, except the mother ol Ihe 
world-reuowed soldier: She was a 
Corsicaii, heatiful and paliician; was 
married to Carlo Bonaparte— her 
maidcnuaine was Maria Lctiziu Ito- 
malino— at the ago of seventeen, and 
became the mother ol thirteen chil- 
dren, although , her husband died 
eighteen years after their union. 
Five of her offspring died in infancy, 
but the others becnino distinguished 
through their all-conquering, crown- 
grasping broth. No woman of mod- 
ern limes has had so kingly and 
prh'.cely an iasue. They were In 
order of birth Joaeph, King of Spain ; 
Napolcan, Emperor 0:' the French; 
Luclcn, Prince of Cuuino; Maria, 
Anna (afterwards named Klise), 
Princess of Lucea aud Plombino; 
Louis, King of Holland; Carlotta 
(Marie Pauline subscqiieuly), Prin- 
cess Borghcse; Aiinuuciata (Caro- 
line). Queen of Naples: Jerome, 
King of Westphalia, and husband ol 
Beisy Patterson. She was widowed 
at thirty-five; lived for some lime 
alter at Ajaccio, and, when Corsica 
fell under British rule, went with her 
children to Marseilles, whero she 
lived on Ihe pension allowed to Cor- 
sican refugees. 

After her son had become First 
Consul she removed to Paris, aud on 
his ascending Ihe throne, received the 
title Mine Mere. She was surround- 
ed by luxury and pomp, lor which 
she had no loudoss, and her constant 
solicitude about her imperial hoii nud 
they belief lhat his glory could not 
last, rendered her the reverse ot 
happy. The divorce of Josephine, 
the retront from Russia, the exile lo 
Elba, Die final overthrow at Water- 
loo, and the banishment to St. Helena 
(alio was sixty-five then) wero linnvy 
blows ; but she was prepared for Ihem 
—they were the forebodings of her 
maternal heart. While tho sun of 
the Einperor.e fortunes was blazing 
in the zenith, she shivered under the 
shadow of her tear, aud her tear was 
prophetic She witnessed the down- 
fall ol every one of her children. 
When Waterloo had sealed Napol- 
eon's doom, she went to Home; re- 
sided there with her step-brother, 
Cardinal Fench', in winter, and apcut 
Ihe summer at Albano- Sho bore 
her adversity with dignity and resig- 
nation, and died in her eighty -seven th 
year leaving considerable properly, 
ihe result ofcaretul economy- She 
had seen more extraordinary changes, 
more making of history, than even 
her daughter-in-law M me. Patterson 
Bonaparte.

most illiterate mechanic in our land, 
if possessed of natural ability and 
sincere purpose, may not increase Ins 
enjoyment III life his opportuntiaa for 
improving his social ami financiul con- 
dition, and the chances of hi h family 
lor the highest success in life, by an 
honest effurt to retriev/i by study the 
disridvaiitagcs by which early poverty 
or lack of educational opportunities 
has surrounded him.

They were ol weight from two 
lo six carats, and three are remem- 
bered which were of larger size. Ono 
ol these was broken up by the miners 
to learn the cause of its luster. An- 
other was used lor years by the boys 
in playing HiM'blcs. By far the largest 
onejwas Inst by Dr. Lot'd, who waa 
employed to oversee the miners, who 
was one day working in a pit in place 
of a siek hand. He say* that about 
two hours bcloro sundown, while 
employed in raising gravel, he picked 
up a alone "which was bright and 
shiny only 011 one side, tho other 
sides being covered with a crust of 
brown -lull'. It wan about the size of 
a guinea egg." Ito laved il under a 
gum tree intending at night to show 
it to his wife and children aa the 
largest of the "pretty stones'' which 
had been found. But he forgot all 
about It. Twelve years later he 
learned from experts v. ho look his 

discrlption of ihe stone that hi* 
"guinea egg" was a diamond, which. 
If ptt'/t', must have been worth about 
twcily-iivc millions of dollars.

Ed. South Kenluckian: 

The conflict between the Grant and 
Sherman elements in ihe Republican 
parly is developing rapidly, and it is 
so pronounced that it openly mani- 
fests itselt iu the closing pro- 
ceedings of Congress. Sherman 's 
triumph over Tuft, the rcprescntiiive 
of Grunt, in Ohio, was very unex- 
pected, and tho stalwart managers 
are lull of wrath and jealous of any 
further progress ot the opposing ele- 
ments. Chandler, Edmunds and 
1 .inkling, and the other Itadical lead- 
ers in the Senate, are fur Grant, while 
iu the House Garfield and Hawley, 
the most Influential leuders, are tor 
Sherman. The latter, representing 
the more conservative elements in 
the party, recognizes that this fight 
lor bayonets at the polls, and . oilier 
Federal Interference at elections, 
places them in a very bad predica- 
ment, nix! they have decided to dis- 
continue it. In pursuance of this 
wise conclusion they permiiieJ the 
bills, aa framed by the Democrat, lo 
go through the House without con- 
ical. This action was a great sur- 
prise, and brought Itadical Seualois 
over to the House side post-haste to 
seo what il all meant. Every species 
of pleading and bulldozing wits em- 
ployed lo prevent this Kcpublicmi 
surrender, but- It was nil of no avail. 
The House Kepublioiins gave up the 
fight. John Shorrnnii was not wil- 
ling to tuke the chances of any more 
vetoes with the Ohio campaign to 
near at hand.

The Senate finance coirimittco sat 
down very unceremoniously upon 
1I10 Warner silver bill by voting In 
postpone consideration of it uu il 
next December. Had tlie bill been 
reported aud passed It would certain- 
ly have been vetoed, and without re- 
gard lo the merits ol the measure, it 
might havo been a good stroke of 
policy to let this he done. No doubt 
il Would nave benefitted the parti iu 
the Western elections, especially 111 
Ohio. But Ihe New York Demo- 
crat! maintained that what was sauce 
for Ohio could not be made bhiic» 
for Now York by a jug full, and thry 
voted against action, la doing so 
ihey wero perfectly consistent, but 
the record Senators Ferry and Teller, 
both Bilvcrltes, makes a different 
showing. Senator Toller represcnls 
tho great silver producing State of 
Colorado, yet he voted against his 
convictions because the interests of 
the party demanded that the bill be 
smothered, teualor Coke, of Texas, 
tried to get Ihe bill out of the com- 
mittee's hands, but hia motion was 
defeated by oue majority. Speaking 
of this Senator rem aids me 01 a ve.y 
good story he told on himself the 
other day. He says: "1 never saw 
such a town as Washington. You 
cannot have any privacy here. Now 
when I came here to aiiend the spe- 
cial session of ihe Senate 1 purposely 
went to a quiet place 011 D street and 
chose two rooms over a dry gooda 
alorc. I gave ordcra if anybody call- 
ed to have their cards sent up to my 
room ; and further, that Ihe outside 
door should alwaya bo kept closed, 
which would compel callers to ring. 
You see, my adopting thia plan, 

1 would know just who called, 1 

could send word whether 1 wanted to 
see tl,em or not. Well, would you 
believe it, a few nights ago 1 was ait- 
ling in my room, when iu ruahed two 
gentlemen, unannounced. Said one 
of them : 'Gov. Coke, 1 believe? How 
do you do, Gov. Coke?' Their man- 
ner disconcerted me a little, but I 
answered as pleasantly na 1 could, 
'Yes, 1 am Gov. Coke; but how in 
the world did you gel into my room ?' 
They answered cheerfully : 'Oh, thu 
lower door was open and we walked 
right up.' I then told them that it 
would pleaao me if they would go 
down stairs, ring tho boll, nud scud 
up their respective cards in the reg- 
ular way.

Tho general conlidenrc. the com- 
mon faith of Mattklutl in the uniform- 
ity or nttura and nature's laws, is 
undergoing at Hie hands of specula- 
tive science a severe ordeal.

ravings of the Pithia, and as antago- 
nistic as Iho vaticinations ol the 
Ciliyls. Unrestrained prediction runs 
riot, and either the cyd of all things 
is declared to be near at hand or the 
advent of some triumphant person or 
era to he dawning. 

It cannot be denied, however, that 
many strango things, in (he Plutonic 
and Neptunian world, have happened 
during ihe p istfow years, and no ono 
cuu Intelligently glau.-e at the rapid- 
ity with which- these events are at 
present succeeding each other with- 
out having started in tho mind seri- 
ous questions as to Iho cause and 
probable consequences of theso phe- 
nomena. 

Not only is it true that the waters 
of old ocean seems lo be in n slate of 
unrest, emerging ami submerging

What doe's 
all this menu? Is nature In a deliri- 
um ! or do wo dream? What is the 
matter? Things arc not as they used 
to be. Suroly iho wind and tho wave, 
the mountain and the valley, tho air 
above and Iho earth beneath havo in 
somo way lost their balanco, and 
mighty changes may be ponding. 

Somebody says the Mississippi val- 
loy wa9 once an ocean bod— that once 
thero was an Atlantic tjoiilliiciit. It 
sank and drained tho ocean bed of 
most of North America. It nmy bo 
that Iho ovorflow of European rivers 
and tho depletion of somo In the 
Western Continent, porlond another 
dip, another rev#lorlon In land ami 
sea But our object is not to follow 
our imagination, but simply to call 
attention to facts, some of which look 
rather ominous even from a scientific 
stand point.

T'.'.c following figures arc given by a 
Hun Francisco correspondent of 
IMiilsilclphia paper, as evidence that 
funning on a gigantic scale is profita- 
ble neither to the. country nor to tli 
fanner. He says: "The Urgent wheat 
pi-mlncer in California, or in thcwoild 
is Dr. H. J. Glenn, lie was former 
ly from Monroe County, Missouri. 
He is ainan of great enterprise ami en- 
orgy. His raiiche lies in Colusa 
county, ami comprises sixty thousand 
acres, nearly all arable land. He lias 
this year forty-five thousand acres in 
wheat, which, at a low calculation, 
will produce nine hundred thousand 
bushels. His wheat will sell for 86 
cents per bushel, or seven hundred 
nnd sixty-five thousand dollars. Dr. 
Glenn has been fanning ten years, 
and one would suppose he ought to 
havo a handsome sum to his credit in 
bank; but what with a failure of.crops 
— which occurs two years in every 
livo — and the enormous interest he 
pays on his loans, he is said to owe a 
round million of dollars. Last year 
his crodit was bad, as he had no crop. 
Now, with his splendid crop in pros- 
pect he will probably get out. The 
Dalrimples of St. Paul, who, ten 
years ago, were the largest farmers of 
wheat in Minnesota, raising as much 
as forty thousand bushels in a single 
year, went to the wall. Another 
large wheat raiser is D. M. Iteavis, 
whoso land lies on the borders ol 
Colusa and ISutto counties. Lie is 
also from Monroe county, Missouri, 
and has an unpretending little estate 
of lilicci) thousand acres, thirteen 
thousand of which are in wheat, wlmih 
lie thinks will average this year thirty 
bushels, or three hundred and ninety 
thousand bushels. He also is bard 
pressed, and 1 am told is paying H 
per cent, on a conplo of hundred thou- 
sand dollars of harrowed money. If 
farmers raising hall a million to n 
million bushels of wheat cannot g"t 
ont of debt, it might be well to inquire 
whit is the use of having so much 
land? Thetrntli is that from ihc fre- 
quent failme of crops in Caliloinin 
and the \yaste that attends on large 
operations of that kind, farming on a 
gigantic scale in this portion of the 
1'acilic coast must 1c considered a 
failure. North of this, in Oregon anil 
Washington Territories, there is no 
failure ot the harvest; farming opera- 
tions are carried on on a small scale, an 
consequently the farmers, while not 
drolling in weallh, are all well to do."
